The Synopsis

Abandoned and forgotten on a tiny South Pacific 
island, its radio destroyed, a Japanese Army platoon 
spends its time building a boat, with rude tools, by 
which it can perhaps regain touch with the main 
forces. The group is led by Lt. Kuroki (TATSUYA 
MIHASHLI), in civilian life a journalist and a hand- 
some and sensitive descendant of the proud warriors 
called the Samurai. 

Under the skillful mzanouevering of Capt. Bourke 
(CLINT WALKER), a damaged ‘plane carying U. S. 
Marines crash-lands on the island. Ch.Pharm. Mate 
Maloney (FRANK SINATRA) aids the injured and 
fortifies himself with ample draughts from a bottle. 
Radioman Keller (TONY BILL) finds their equip- 
ment so badly damaged that he cannot report the 
group's position. 

Upon discovering the island is held by Japanese, 
inexperienced Lt. Blair (TOMMY SANDS) grows 
eager to go after the enemy though he knows neither 
their strength nor the layout of the island. Encour- 
aged by Maloney, who steals Blair’s manual of regu- 
lations, Bourke declares himself in command and 
restrains Blair. Sgt. Bleeker (BRAD DEXTER), a 
surly boxer turned soldier, accepts Bourke’s authority 
as sullenly as Blair. 

A Japanese patrol, led by Sgt. Tamura (TAKESHI 
KATO), a man as ready to fight as Blair, is trapped 
at the wrecked ‘plane by a Marine group led by 
Cpl. Craddock (SAMMY JACKSON) and Capt. 
Bourke. The Nippon soldiers escape, but Cpl. Hirano 
(HOMARE SUGURO) suffers a wounded leg which 
becomes gangrenous. Lt. Kuroki, enraged at Set. 
Tamura’s disobedience of orders, threatens to be- 
head him. 

Seeking the lost group, an American destroyer 
cruises off the island. Kuroki’s men force the Ma- 
rines to stay under cover and run up a Rising Sun 
flag, thus deluding the destroyer into shelling the 

r Marines’ position. With several dead on both sides, 
Blair and Bleeker agitate to attack the Nippon camp 
at once. Capt. Bourke reasserts his authority by 
smashing Bleeker to the ground. 

The next American move is to try to seize a fresh- 
water spring held by the enemy. When this fails, 
three Marines capture the boat the Japanese built. 
Two Americans are killed, and Pvt. Arikawa (TORO 
IBUKI) and Pvt. Johnson (RAFER JOHNSON) de- 
stroy each other in a bayonet duel in the water. 
Realizing he has lost the boat, Lt. Kuroki sets it afire, 
then tries to rescue the dying Arikawa. Affected by 
his gallantry, Capt. Bourke refrains from shooting 
at Kuroki. 

Hope has now faded for both sides, but they bury 
their dead and prepare for more killing. Kuroki, how- 
ever, has noticed Maloney bandaging the American 
wounded. He goes unarmed to the Marine camp to 
ask Bourke for the services of Maloney, who he 
thinks is a doctor. In exchange, Kuroki offers fresh 
water. Bourke enlarges the bargain to include fish 
and potatoes, and sends Maloney to look at the 
poisoned leg of Cpl. Hirano. When Maloney refuses 
to amputate, as is necessary, Hirano insists on the 
surgery and denumbs himself with Maloney’s booze. 
Upon returning Maloney to the American camp, Lt. 
Kuroki proposes a truce on one condition — that 
fighting will be resumed if either side again becomes 
part of the war. Bourke accepts the truce offer. 
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As Keller, working on the Marines’ radio, tries to 
contact the American base, he is discovered and shot 
by a Japanese private. The truce is broken and 
both sides line up for battle. But a sudden violent 
wind warns that a typhoon is coming. Kuroki shouts 
to Bourke that all men will be needed to save the 
sole water-source. 

The storm swamps the soldiers as they make a 
barricade of rocks and logs. Blair, working away be- 
side Tamura, is swept into the sea and is rescued by 
Kuroki. When the typhoon is over, the pool has been 
saved. A celebration follows and both sides take part. 
Now Kuroki reveals that he left his bride of an hour 
to go to war, and learns from Maloney how Bourke 
lost his sweetheart in a Japanese air-raid on Manila. 

When Bourke is told by Keller of a radio-contact 
with American forces, and knows that help is on the 
way, he offers good terms of surrender to Kuroki. 
But the fact that the Marines will be returning to the 
fight compels Kuroki to refuse. 

The U. S. warship approaches the island. The wait- 
ing Americans are raked by Japanese fire. They re- 
turn the fire. Many on both sides are killed, and 
Kuroki is fatally wounded. Blair pleads for a surren- 
der, but Kuroki’s answer is to raise his rifle and blast 
at Bourke, who receives the shot in the arm but does 
not return it. Kuroki, near death, sinks to the ground. 
The remaining Americans board the shore boat. 
Maloney gives Bourke the boil-soaked diary of 
Kuroki for delivery, at some future time, to the 
widow of the brave man.

Clint Walker ran into two prob- 
lems when he considered taking on 
the star portrayal of Capt. Bourke 
in “None But the Brave”, new Warner 
Bros. war drama which opens......

Though he gained huge success in 
the long-running “Cheyenne” televi- 
sion series, Walker had appeared in 
only one motion picture before.

his six-feet-six. “I’m glad there are 
stars —and_ directors — like Frank 
Sinatra who don’t worry about a 
man’s size, just his ability,” com- 
ments the brawny actor.

Sinatra, making his own debut as 
a director, picked Clint for what is 
really the top role in “None But the 
Brave” over several important lead- 
ing-men. Sinatra believes Walker can 
get to be as big as name in motion 
pictures as he was in video. 
Having assumed the role, Clint 
then encountered a new problem. He 
knew how to speak softly, and with 
authority, but he had never learned 
to raise his voice. His size and heft 
had always given him all the persua- 
sive power he needed. In “None But 
the Brave”, however, he has to seize 
command of a U. S. Marine platoon 
by out-shouting co-star Tommy Sands, 
then keep firm control of the group 
by loud-voiced orders. 


Japanese Box Lunch 
Scores Big Triumph 


Twelve Tokyo actors brought to 
Hawaii to appear in the Frank 
Sinatra-directed “None But the 
Brave”, for Warner Bros., soon 
tired of the American-style box 
lunches served at the location. 
They arranged with a local Jap- 
anese restaurant to prepare box 
lunches of such Nipponese staples 
as fish and rice. 

Within a few days, many of the 
American players—including stars 
Clint Walker, Tommy Sands and 
Tony Bill—were also ordering the 
Japanese lunch. “It’s a welcome 
change,” explained Sands, “from 
ham sandwiches, hard-boiled eggs 
and potato salad which are fine 
for a picnic but dull for a steady 
diet.” The film, “None But the

To cure his soft-spoken approach, 
Walker remembered Demosthenes, 
the timid Greek who made himself 
a famed orator.

UT THE BRAVE A STIRRING DRAMA 
OF BRAVE, RESPECTFUL FOES IN WORLD WAR 


Sinatra Makes Directorial Bow With Technico/or, 
Wide-Screen Release and Top International Cast 


Frank Sinatra had not planned to turn motion picture director. 
but the story of “None But the Brave”, which he was to produce in 
Technicolor and Panavision for Warner Bros. release, stirred him 
so strongly that he decided to take on the directorial chore rather 
than trust it to someone else. The result is a forceful, action-packed 
drama of men from the two sides of World War II, who find 
bravery, respect and enmity in each other. 

Sinatra is the major star of “None But the Brave”, set to 
open BATHE Fk 2’, Theatre. Also starred are Clint 
Walker, Tommy Sands, Brad Dexter, Tony Bill, Sammy Jackson 


and two topflight Japanese perform- 
ers, Tatsuya Mihashi and Takeshi 
Kato. The film is a co-effort of Ar- 
tanis Productions and Tokyo Eiga Co. 
Howard W. Koch was executive pro- 
ducer. 

As the first American-Japanese film 
made in the U. S., “None But the 
Brave” was able to obtain 12 of 
Tokyo’s outstanding actors to portray 
a platoon abandoned on an obscure 
Pacific island. The Tokyo players 
brought to “None But the Brave” a 
style of acting that often sparked ap- 
plause from the whole company. To 
preserve the full flavor of their tal- 
ents, producer-director Sinatra al- 
lowed them to use the Japanese 
language. Their dialogue, except in 
the case of Tatsuya Mihashi who also 
speaks English, is translated on 
screen by subtitles. 

The story, by Kikumaru Okuda, 
and screenplay by John Twist and 
Katsuya Susaki, tells how bitter ene- 
mies reach an uneasy truce when 
each side understands that the other 
means to survive, and that each needs 
the other in order to survive. The 
truce is to last until either group is 
brought back into World War II. 
When this happens to the Americans, 
the Japanese die rather than surren- 
der to those with whom they have 
shared food, water, medicine and an 
island. 

Photographed by famed cinematog- 
rapher Harold Lipstein on Kauai, an 
unspoiled spot in the Hawaiian island 
cluster, “None But the Brave” puts 
on the screen some of the most beau- 
tiful scenery ever shown. For pur- 
poses of the story, a surplus C-47 
transport "plane was brought to Kauai 
via barge and truck. A large crew 
worked many weeks to install equip- 
ment and supplies on beach and 
jungle shooting-sites, and then the 
international cast arrived to spend 
four weeks filming the powerful 
story. The balance of the picture was 
made at Warner Bros.’ studio in Bur-

‘Team’ Caps Made Nippon Actors

For “None But the Brave”, new 
Warner Bros. drama in Technicolor- 
Panavision which opens ........ at 
the Theatre, producer-di- 
rector-star Frank Sinatra brought a 
troupe of 12 top Japanese actors to 
Hawaii. Their mission was to por- 
tray Hirohito’s soldiers fighting U. S.

The Nipponese were understanda- 
bly reserved. Most did not speak 
English, none had ever appeared in a 
Hollywood film or worked with 
American performers. Some had ac- 
tually battled Americans. 

Director Sinatra broke down their 
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reserve by issuing the bright-colored 
golf-caps he favors for his film 
troupes so that everyone can be part 
of the “team.” The caps were of 
orange cloth, on one side was the 
familiar Marine Corps insignia, on 
the other a cherry blossom symbol. 

The caps worked wonders. The 
Tokyo men looked around, saw that 
everybody was wearing one and they 
could feel part of the team, for sure. 

To enhance the feeling, Sinatra 
gave them an extra touch. While di- 
recting them in battle-scenes, as they 


started on the filmic combat, he 
would yell, “Now, go get those 
American hb - - - - - ds!”

Even Stars Get The Crack-Down 


In Japan, Brave 


When a Japanese motion picture 
actor muffs a line, he gets a scold- 
ing from the director and sometimes 
even a nasty note from the studio 
head, according to Tatsuya Mihashi, 
romantic Nipponese screen idol who 
makes his Hollywood debut in “None 
But the Brave’, new Warner Bros. 
drama in Technicolor and Panavision 
which opens ...:... atriaer, aaeuek 
Theatre. Mihashi is starred, together 
with another Tokyo acting favorite, 
Takeshi Kato, and an American line- 
up of Frank Sinatra, Clint Walker, 
Tommy Sand, Tony Bill, Brad Dexter 
and Sammy Jackson. Sinatra pro- 
duced and directed. 

The reason for the bawl-out, Mi- 
hashi explains, is that film stock is 
very costly in Japan. “We rehearse 
many days before shooting begins,” 
he says. “In Hollywood you often do 
not rehearse at all, the shooting just 
begins. We work seven days a week, 
and often go from one picture right 
into another. So we work almost all 
the time. Several Tokyo studios only 
recently announced on one Sunday 
each month there would be no shoot- 
ing. In Hollywood I worked five days 
a week and felt I had a vacation every 
week.” 

Mihashi reached the American 
screen through an unique co-produc- 
tion deal between a top Japanese

producing-firm and one owned by 
Sinatra. Each side furnished a com- 
plement of production personnel and 
a roster of important actors. Mihashi 
was among the 12 topflight Nip- 
ponese thespians involved. 

The Tokyo star liked working in 
Hollywood. He found that, “The 
American actor has fun while at 
work. He laughs and is relaxed, but 
when he works he works hard. The 
Japanese actor does not have so 
much opportunity for fun, and he’s 
more serious, more dedicated. Every- 
thing is bigger in Hollywood,” he 
adds. “Bigger stages, crews and sets, 
and much more equipment. Length of 
shooting-schedules, though, is about 
the same.” 

Mihashi forecast great enthusiasm 
for “None But the Brave” in his own 
country. He thinks the story of a 
man-to-man fight between  equal- 
sized platoons of soldiers from both 
sides, and then a truce, should appeal 
very much to the Japanese movie 
buff. “Besides,” he says, “Frank 
Sinatra is very popular with us. His 
recordings are on radio all the time. 
We've seen lots of pictures where 
Japanese are portrayed by American 
Nisei, even by Chinese and Mexicans. 
We will be glad to see our soldiers 
played by Japanese and speaking our 
language, too.”

Four Warblers In Cast 
But Japanese Sings 
Only Song In ‘Brave’ 


The only singing of any conse- 
quence in “None But the Brave”, new 
Warner Bros. war drama in Techni- 
color and Panavision which opens 
Gree at the ...... Theatre, is done 
by a Japanese actor even though the 
cast numbers fully four professional 
American singers. 

Frank Sinatra, producer-director of 
“None But the Brave”, chose Homare 
Suguro, noted Nipponese performer, 
to sing a Japanese love song for the 
sound-track of the film. Sinatra him- 
self, though probably the world’s fore- 
most popular singer, does only a few 
bars of “Home, Sweet Home” during 
a big drunk scene. But the cast 
also includes Tommy Sands, at least 
one of whose records has sold a mil- 
lion copies; Phil Crosby, son of Bing, 
who records regularly; and Jimmy 
Griffin. 20-year-old warbler who cuts 
song discs for Reprise Records. 

“None But the Brave” stars Sinatra 
and Sands, along with Clint Walker, 
Brad Dexter, Tony Bill; Sammy Jack- 
son and two of Tokyo’s top thespians, 
Takeshi Kato and Tatsuya Mihashi. 


Frank Sinatra is a star of screen, 
television, records, nightclubs.. He 
owns radio, record and film-produc- 
ing companies and recently became 
special assistant to Jack L. Warner, 
head of Warner Bros. Pictures. What 
more could he want? 


“I have planned for ten years to 
become a director,” says Sinatra. 
“Eventually I’ll be too old to play the 
kind of characters I like. I’ve studied 
the methods of Hollywood’s best 
directors, and have spent a lot of 
time in cutting-rooms helping to edit 
my own pictures. | think I know act- 
ing and story values. Then I found 
this script at Warner Brothers, writ- 
ten by a Japanese and telling a tense 
World War Two story about the Ma- 
rines from the view of the Japanese. 
It was the script that made me decide 
to direct at this time.” 

The script was the one for “None 
But the Brave” and in his hands it 
became the basis of a multi-million- 
dollar production with an interna- 
tional cast. The film, in Panavision 
and Technicolor, opens ....... at 
the Theatre. Sinatra stars, 
together with Clint Walker, Tommy 
Sands, Brad Dexter, Tony Bill, Sam- 
my Jackson, and two outstanding 
Japanese actors, Tatsuya Mihashi and 
Takeshi Kato. 

Characteristically, the restless Si- 
natra sought no easy paths in plan- 
ning his production of “None But 
the Brave”. He took many of his 
players from television, sports, sing- 
ing and recording. And he passed 
over the temptation to use Nisei, that 
is American-born Japanese, as other 
film-makers do because when Nisei 
speak they lack the authentic fanati- 
cal quality of Nipponese warriors. 
What he did was to obtain the serv- 
ices of 12 outstanding Tokyo actors, 
and virtually a second production- 
company to handle them. 

None of the Nipponese performers 
had ever played in a Hollywood 
movie, and only one spoke English 
at all. Moreover, they were going to 
fight the Marines again in a film re- 
newal of the war on an island not 
far from Pearl Harbor. But they 
sensed Sinatra would be good to 
work with. His films and records are 
very popular in Japan, he has made 
several trips to that country. 

The producer-director-star quickly 
put them at their ease. He abandoned 
the use of an interpreter and com- 
municated with them directly through 
gestures, through Japanese words he 
learned, and through the marvelous 
intuitive language of show folk. 

The strain on him was heavy, but 
he loved it. “As an actor I would 
have a day off once in a while dur- 
ing a picture,” says Sinatra. “I slept 
a lot sounder and let the director do 
the worrying. But as a director I 
worked every day and nearly every 
night, too. I would wake up suddenly 
in bed and start thinking about the 
scene I was going to do the next day.”
